1,569  volumes  constituted  the  Library  on  Jan- 
uary 1.  Of  these,  1,420  volumes  (37  titles)  are  by 
James  H.  McConkey,  the  founder  of  the  work. 

205  volumes  were  added  during  the  year,  58  of 
which  were  hand-transcribed. 

An  average  of  352  volumes  per  month  were  sent 
out  this  year  to  readers  all  over  the  United  States 
and  in  sixteen  foreign  countries.
